LAW.

The monthly meeting of the Board
of School Trustees was held yester-
day afternoon. President W." W.
Booth in the chair; present, James
J. McQuillan, Gilbert C. Ross.

The salaries of the teachers and
other monthly bills were audited and
checks signed for the same. It was
decided to give Principal Schoer and
Miss Pohl separate class rooms, this
to 'be effected by building a solid
partition in the large room now oc-

cupied by both. It was also decided
to put running water into the schools
and to make connections with the
sewer. Bids will be received for the
work at once.

It came to the attention of the
trustees that there are a great num-
ber of children who, are not attend-
ing school, and it was decided to
rigidly enforce the law of compul-
sory education, which is as follows:

Section 1. Every parent, guard-
ian or other person in the State or
Nevada, having control or charge of
a child or children, between the ages
of eight and fourteen years, shall be
required to send such child or chil-
dren to a public school for a period
of at least sixteen weeks In each
school year, at least eight weeks of
which shall be consecutive, unless
such child or children are excused
from such attendance by the Board of
School Trustees of the school dis-

trict in which such parents or guar-
dians reside, upon its being shown
to their satisfaction that tlie bodily
or mental condition of such child or
children has been such, as to prevent
his or her or their attendance at
school, or application to study for
the period required, or that such
child or children are taught In a
private school or at home. In such
branches as are usually taught in
primary schools, or have already ac-

quired the ordinary branches of
learning taught in the public schools;
provided, in case a public school shall
not be taught for the period of six-
teen weeks, or any part thereof, dur-

ing the year, within two miles, by the
nearest, traveled road,' of the resi-
dence of any person within the school
district, he or she shall not be liable
to the provisions of this Act.

Section 2. It shall be the duty of
the Board of School Trustees of each
school district in the State, on or be-

fore the first Monday in September
of each year, to furnish the principal
of each public school taught in such
district with a list of all children
resident in the school district, be-

tween the ages of eight and fourteen
years, said list to be taken from the
report of the School Census Marshal.
At the beginning of each school
month thereafter, it shall be the duty
of the principal of each school in
such district to report to the Board
of School Trustees of such district,
the names of all children attending
school during the previous school
month; when, if it shall appear, at
the expiration of four school months,
to the Board of School Trustees, that
any parent, guardian, or other per-
son having charge or control of any
child or children, shall have failed
to comply with the provisions of this
Act, the Board shall cause demand
to be made upon, such, parent, guar
dian, or other person, for the amount
of the penalty hereinafter provided;
when, if such parent, guardian or
other person shall neglect or refuse
to pay the same within five days
after the'making of said demand, the
Board shall commence proceedings,
in the name of the school district,
for the recovery of the fine herein-
after provided, before any Justice of
the Peace In the township in which
said school district is located; or, if
there shall be no Justice of the
Peace therein, then before the near-
est Justice of the Peace in the
county. V

Section 3. Any parent or guar-
dian or other person having control
or charge of any child or children,
falling to comply with the provisions
of thip Act, shall be liable to a fine
of not less than fifty dollars nor
more than one hundred dollars for
the first offense, nor less than one
hundred dollars, nor more than two
hundred dollars for the second and
each subsequent offense, besides the
cost of collection.

INSPECTING FAIRVIEW MILL.

Grinding A way on the Ore From Fu--

nioiis Round Mountain Mine.
The Fairview Round Mountain

Mines Company mill is still grinding
away on ore from that now famous
mine. President Reece Wampler and
Vice-Preside- nt A. T. Spencer are both
here again and Mr. Wampler yester-
day gave out the statement that the
mill run to the present time showed
an average value for the ore treated
of better than $20 to the ton. As
President Wampler stated, a whole
lot of the ore will give assay values
up into the hundreds, but conditions
are such at the present time that a
great deal, of low grade ore is being
milled ore that will go no better In
some cases than three or four dollars
a ton thus reducing the average of
the total mill run to the figure named
Later, Mr. Wampler states, more of
the higher grade of ore will be mined
and the average will be raised. Even
the average of $20 a ton is a mighty
good showing for a two months' run
from a mine only recently opened.

At the Fairview mine the work of
getting out the ore continues with the
same activity which has always char
acterized the Fairview officers as
mining men of thoroughness and
ability. The raise which has been
run on the ore body from the tunnel
level in the south drift, has reached
the surface and values have not
diminished to any extent. Connec
tions have been made with the vari
ous workings and now the entire
mine is exceptionally well ventilated.

Secretary H. J. McGhan is expected
in Round Mountain within the next
few days and oiAiis arrival the offi
cers of the Fairview company will go
over matters pertaining to mine and
mill management together and de
cide on their future campaign of de-

velopment. A new mill to be erected
on the Fairview property is one of
the probabilities of the near future
as well as a power' hoist, which the
company expects Boon to install.

voyage, be suspended at once for 90
days. I wish this done by telegraph,
wherever it may be, if such procedr
ure is possible. Colonel Sears can
give you details of misconduct which
has been of a serious nature and
might have at any time caused an
accident to this boat as well as to
other boats. '. ,
